Among the less prominent officials 
nepotism j g . nniet iced to jL-nUtch 
jfctS^extunt. ""Ticc- President 
Feveusou lias chosen as his private 
secretary his son, houis G, Stevcn- 
hoii, who will draw i?2,-ltH) |ier 
milium in that capacity for the next 
four years. At the very outset of 
the IilsI administration, Mr. illntuc 
excited much adverse comment by 
appointing bis boh Walker, to be 
Solicitor of the Department of State. 
During the last Congress Speaker 
Crisp's son held the position oT 
clerk at the Speaker's desk nt 
$ifi(K) a year. Nearly every mem- 
ber of the Senate who holds the 
chnlrmniiflhi|> of n committee has 
secured the appointment of a sou as 
clerk of that committee, and many 
Senators huvc other relatives on the 
pay roll of tho Senate in one position 
or another.

Sometimes they are 
separate affairs, but am usually a 
sort of combined institution, gen- 
erally nine stories high, and known 
to old and young as "The 1'agoda of 
the Dragon of Wind und Water. 11 In 
ease thoro aro two pagoda* In tho 
elty, one for tho "Dragon of tho Wind" 
and the other for the "Dragon of 
Water," corresponding figures of tho 
tlraguns named nro placed on top of 
thu building; but if tha Institution be 
ono combined ngalnst tho elements, 
It euros of the "Wind Dragon'' nr*i-u*.- 
posed on tho balcony of the seventh 
tttory, the Jlnttened water dragon,' 
usual))- of hmiiiniij-i'd brass, being 
placed on a pivot on tho roof. It the 
country should bo lloudod while tho 
"Water Dragon" is on guard and In 
■iinid condition, his allowance Of food, 
which is reeularty ohieed beforo bluv 
on tine day p. is entirely cut oft. and 
Hie middle front tooth of tho lower 
jaw is pulled down from thu brass 
gum*.

Is an oxploslvo Very 
much stronger thitn gunpowder, but 
looks rather Innocent, bo lug of a light 
brownlsh-ycllmv color, not unlike 
pnla cocoa. The "ex plosive gum" In 
a sort of pasta composed of. puro 
nltro-glyeorino nnd gun cotton, moro 
highly charged with nitrate. In

In u largo upright revolving cylin- 
dar of lead, cooled by u, series of sur- 
rounding cold water plpOH, the acids 
and tho glycerine aro thoroughly 
mixed, being admitted la duo pro- 
portion by other pipes from above. 

The compound Urjtilil, yellowish 
oily matter, Is convoyed to the 
kneading puns In another apartment, 
where two men, like the assistants of 
a baker or con fee Honor making dough 
for bread or pastry, with barn hands 
and arms work It tip in a mass of 
some farinaceous meal, with the ad- 
dition ot line slllclous sand. llio 
liquid 1h readily absorbed by tho 
granular' solid, which, being dried by
